Thought Ted Kennedy Did 
7 A/ever Had A Chance - McCarthy 


BOSTON (AP) - Sen Eu- 


gene J. McCarthy says he 
never believed he could win 
the Democratic 
presidential 


nomination. 


In a copyrighted interview 


in the Boston Globe's Sunday 
editions, McCarthy said he 
believes the late Robert F. 
Kennedy could have defeated 
him for the nomination if he 
had stayed out of the primary 
fights. 


Also, McCarthy said, he felt 
Sen Edward M Kennedy, D- 
Mass, had a better chance 
than he did at the Democratic 
National Convention. He of- 
fered his delegates to the 


youngest Kennedy brother the 
night before the nomination of 
Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey, McCarthy said. 


He said he thought "nearly 


all" of his supporters "would 
have gone for Teddy ... and it 
was obvious that a good 
number of the people who 
were Kennedy people weren't 
going to go for me." 


"Would Have Been Close" 
McCarthy said he is not 


sure whether Edward Kenne- 
dy could have won the nomi- 
nation, but added, "It would 
have been close I think he 
would have gotten 1,000 votes 
anyway." 


McCarthy noted he entered 


the campaign to challenge the 
policies of President Johnson, 
but, he said, the entry of Sen. 
Robert 
Kennedy forced a 


change in plans. 


"You see, once he came in 


it was old politics, pretty 
much," he said. "It wasn't 
really the challenge to the 
Johnson position. It got into 
the question of 'What's your 
record on civil rights,' and 
'Why is your attendance rec- 
ord bad,' and all these other 
side issues that Bobby intro- 
duced." 


Nevertheless, M c C a r t h y 


said, "the party wouldn't have 
gone for me. I don't think 
they would have. Bobby could 


have come in as the unifying 
force who had not challenged 
the President" 


Peace Platform 


He added, "And I thought 


the minute Bobby came into 
the primaries that it was 
going to be Humphrey." 


The Minnesota senator said 


that if Kennedy had not been 
assassinated, "I think we'd 
have had Humphrey as a 
candidate on a different plat- 
form," probably a peace plat- 
form with which "he would 
have won, I think." 


The Globe said the inter- 


view was conducted Friday, 
Dec 6, in McCarthy's Senate 
office. 


Pre-Countdown Starts Tonight 
As Astronauts Get "All-Green7 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— With a week to go before 
blastoff on the greatest space 
adventure 
yet—a 
Christmas 


Eve orbit around the moon—the 
Apollo 8 astronauts were told 
Saturday the space ship is 
ready to go. 


Air Force Col. Frank Borman, 


Navy Capt. James A. Loyell Jr. 
and Air Force Maj. William A. 
Anders started the day with a 
medical 
briefing 
and 
then 


climbed into a spacecraft simu- 
lator for several hours to re- 
hearse critical phases of the 
ambitious mission. 


Rounding out the schedule, 


they huddled with project offi- 
cials to review the readiness of 
all systems in the Apollo 8, ship. 
All received the green light. 


The astronauts planned to re- 


lax in their "ready room" quar- 
ters here today. 


Meanwhile, the launch team 


prepared to start the lengthy 
countdown for Apollo 8 today, 
aiming for a liftoff of the Saturn 
5 booster rocket at 6:51 a.m., 
C$T, next Saturday on what the 
astronauts 
call the riskiest 


space flight yet. 


Loading of Water 


The so-called pre-countdown 


is to begin at 6 p.m. today 
when the clock will read 103 
hours, Launch Director Rocco 
A. Petrone has scheduled eight 
"holds" in the count, some of 
long- duration, for launch crew 
rest and to handle any problems 
that might crop up.

He will 
have a wide choice, ranging all the way 
from regional analysis and the problems 
of modernization to human development 
and the control and use of the biological 
A Well-Balanced Team 


The cabinet lineup dramatically pre- 


sented by President-elect Nixon Wednesday 
night appears to be a well-balanced team 
representing a wide range of Republican 
and independent opinion which should be 
of maximum assistance to a president who 
faces critical decisions in foreign and 
domestic policy. And while the dozen men 
generally reflect Mr. Nixon's international- 
ly-minded but fiscally conservative atti- 
tude, they are of a stature which assures 
that it is not a cabinet of yes-men. 


For four posts, including the two most 


important of State and Defense, Nixon 
called upon political intimates and associ- 
ates of long-standing, 
Messrs. Rogers, 


Laird, Finch and Mitchell. His concern in 
securing the support and cooperation of the 
nation's 31 Republican governors was 
reflected in his choice of three men from 
their ranks, Gov. Romney of Michigan, Gov.

and physical environment in which wa live.

But certainly the sacrifice is 
also obvious for Governors Romney, Volpe 
and Hickel. 


President-elect Nixon is going about the 


organizing of his incoming administration 
in a businesslike and studious manner. 
Selection of the cabinet and other top 
administrators like Budget Director Mayo 
and top White House aides is only the 
starter. There are in excess of 2000 
administrative and policy-making positions 
to be filled. But the new administration is 
off to a very strong start. 


Now We'll Elect a President 


In the Capitol in Madison Monday, 12 


persons selected by the Republican statu- 
tory convention last October will meet to 
cast Wisconsin's votes for the next Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Since Richard Nixon received the most 


votes in the presidential election Nov. 5 
and since the 12 electors are loyal to 
tradition and to their party, there is no 
doubt that the 12 votes will be cast as a 
plurality of 48 per cent of Wisconsin voters 
directed. But there is no constitutional 
requirement nor no law which requires the 
electors to vote for Mr. Nixon. And the 44 
per cent of Wisconsin voters who voted for 
Hubert Humphrey and the eight per cent 
who voted for George Wallace will have no 
representation at all nor did their votes 
count in the process which made Mr. 
Nixon the next president. 


The sealed Wisconsin votes will be sent 


to Washington, where Congress will meet 
Jan. 6 in a joint session to determine what 
everybody knows — that Mr. Nixon 
received a majority of the electoral college 
Nov. 5. 


In capsule form, this is how the United 


States chooses its most important official 
— the chief executive who is supposed to 
represent the choice of the most voters but 
who may not under the electoral college 
system. This capsule summary — placed 
against the background of the November 
election — also illustrates the dangers to 
the nation if it decides again to do nothing 
about improving the way in which it selects 
its presidents. 


For the truth is that the United States 


was again lucky Nov. 5. If the Wallace vote 
had lived up to its early expectations, no 
majority would have been recorded in the 
electoral college The nation could have had 
a period of political wheeling and dealing

It could have had a 
president named in the House of Represen- 
tatives, with each state having one vote 
regardless of population or how it had 
voted Nov. 5. It could have had an "acting 
president," the vice president named by 
the Senate if the House was unable to select 
a president. All of this would have taken 
place at a time when a smooth transition of 
power was required, as relations between 
Mr. Nixon and the Johnson administration 
have so clearly demonstrated. 


In an article on page 2 of View 


Magazine today, John Wyngaard, chief of 
The Post-Crescent's Madison Bureau, dis- 
cusses the proposals for the required 
reform. In summary, they are a direct 
election by popular vote with a runoff 
election if one of the top two candidates 
does not receive 40 per cent of the vote, a 
proportional division of each state's elector- 
al vote to match the popular vote, or sn 
assigning of each congressional district's 
electoral vote to the candidate who carries 
the district. 


Each of the ideas has advantages which 


should be explored. The important thing is 
prompt action. Electoral college reform has 
been a classic case of not worrying about a 
leaky roof while the sun is shining. 


Both Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana and 


Rep. Emanuel Celler of New York have 
pledged to have committees they head 
consider constitutional amendments when 
the new Congress gets down to business in 
January, while the subject still is a fresh 
one of public concern. This is encouraging. 
Mr. Nixon could add significant direction 
to the needed reform by listing it as a 
priority bipartisan item for his administra- 
tion.

On The Right 
LBJ Gave Us Great Society Worth 
$25 Billions, Yet Departs Unloved

We read these days about 


Lyndon Johnson's staggered 
goodbyes to his many staffs. 
The other day it was the 
gardeners at the White House, 
then the secret service men, 
then the telephone operators, 
and so on. Truly he is sorry to 
go, and desires to extract as 
much ceremony as he can out 
of the painful act of separa- 
tion, like John McCormack, 
who made something like six 
world tours in order adequate- 
ly to bid his fans adieu. 


It is more than punctilio that 


moves the President. Nor is he 
by nature given to preoccupa- 
tion with those little attentions 
to which an altogether differ- 
ent kind of man is given. 
Lyndon Johnson's favors are 
conceived on a far-grander 
scale, and it is no doubt 
supremely galling to him that 
he leaves office lonely, unlov- 
ed, and discredited, after giv- 
ing us the Great Society, 
which he defined in a speech 
in 1964 as a society concerned 
more for the quality of its 
goals than for the quality of 
its goods. 


There never was a man, nev- 


er in all of history, who con- 
ferred such prodigious favors 
on his subjects. I beg you to be 
patient as I catalogue the 
programs passed during Mr. 
Johnson's reign because al- 
though like any list it is 
tedious, still, it is hard to 
grasp the appetite of the 
government under Mr. John- 
son to look after us unless one 
ploughs through it. The whole 
of it is costing twenty-five 
billion dollars per year, which 
is two and one half times as 
much as Ike was spending at 
the end there, and over twice 
as much as JFK was spend- 
ing. 
HERE IS THE LIST 


Under LBJ we got: anti- 


poverty p r o g r a m s , mass 
transportation bills, model ci- 
ties help, rent supplements, 
crime control, anti-segregation 
acts, voting acts, housing acts, 
communication relations act, 
acts on water and air pollu- 
tion, on waste, roads, recrea- 
tion and parks, on meal and 
poultry and fabrics and farm 
prices, on truth in lending, on 
fair packaging, on electronic 
radiation, on traffic, aid for 
elementary schools, for higher 
education, for teacher corps, 
business aid, aid for Appala- 
chia, an increase in the mini- 
mum wage, medicare for the 
elderly, medicaid for the non- 
elderly, doctors training, nurs- 
es training, mental health, 
immunization, health centers, 
and child health. 


A few questions suggest 


themselves: 


1) How is that the people 


are so dissatisfied? I mean 
those among the people who 
are critical of the government 
for not spending more? Is it as 
easy as this, that if one can

find a single poor family, or 
derelict building, or a contam- 
inated creek, or an illiterate 
child, the government has not 
spent as much money as it 
ought to? 


2) Why is it that so many 


observers of government have 
chosen this moment to dis- 
avow government spending as 
an efficacious means of bring- 
ing about a socially desirable 
end, such as the diminution of 
poverty? Was it Johnson's 
handling of the money; or is 
the problem inherent in gov- 
ernment spending? 


And 3) Do the people feel as 


much better off — as much 
more secure — as one would 
expect that they should, as 
beneficiaries of goods and 
services valued at approxi- 
mately $1250 per 
family? 


Granted, the wiser among 
them realize that the money 
Johnson gave them was the 
same money Johnson took 
away from them: still, were 
there enough people who cal- 
culated that after all is said 
and done, they managed not 
only to get their own back, but 
also a little of their neigh- 
bors? 


If not, 4) Could it be that 


under Johnson we came finally 
to the end of the period 
exultantly memorialized by 
Harry Hopkins who thought he 
had the perpetual key to 
political success when he an- 
nounced: Tax and tax, spend 
and spend, elect and elect? 


All of which, in Mr. John- 


son's case, reduced him, at the 
prime of his life, to ceremoni- 
al leavetakings at the White 
House whose staff probably 
value more highly the little 
bauble the President left them, 
than all these splendors of the 
Great Society which left 
America cold.

(AP),*- Three cities bloom 
now In the lonely deserts of 
the Southwest, each a new 
land-of health and money, 
each'With l vague chance of 
becoming part of a new super- 
city in the wilderness. 


All they really need is water

There never was. 


Yet, before World War II, 


these towns—Phoenix, Las Ve- 
gas and Palm Springs—were 
only shadowy promises. 


Phoenix, barely IS square 


miles then, was ringed with 
citrus, lettuce, dirt roads, cac- 
tus, some dude ranches, and 
barely 65,000 people huddeld in 
the desert quiet. 


Las Vegas was little more 


than a few blocks of new 
casinos learning to live with a 
nined year-old law that legal- 
ized gambling. 


Pahn Springs was a lively 


little strip, a movie star 
haven, a two-year-old town 
astraddle an Indian reserva- 
tion. 
Today—some 30 years lat- 


er— each of these oases is a 
caricature of its past, aching 
with the stresses of modern 
growth and their own Western 
eccentricity. 


Surrounded by s a t e l l i t e 


towns, Phoenix is one vast 
suburb in search of a city. 


Surrounded by H o w a r d 


Hughes, Las Vegas is a daz- 
zling welter of neon in search 
of a suburb. 


And gentle Palm Springs, 


little more than a suburb 
itself, is surrounded by 98 
local Indians who hold almost 
22 per cent of the city. The 
federal government gave it to 
them nearly 100 years ago, 
and now they won't give it 
back. 
Form Triangle 


These three cities form the 


points of a triangle reaching 
across purple mountain and 
golden desert, a sunlit golden 


crescent through Nevada, Ari- 


zona and California. 


They have air-conditioned 


the desert, carpeted it with 
green lawns, studded it with 
swimming pools and sprawling 
ranch-style homes. Yet each of 
these booming Western towns 
wants to be something it isn't. 


Phoenix is wrenched with 


change. In less than 10 years, 
500 industrial plants moved 
into town. Manufacturing now 
outsells the tourist trade 4-to-l. 
Now people come to Phoenix 
for jobs more than for the sun. 
They have created a city on 
wheels, built around more 
than 100 bustling extravagant 
shopping centers, a city of 
near strangers where six out 
of 10 families moved into new 
homes in just six years. 


Las Vegas is a high-living 


night club with a yen to settle 
down. Its grocery, stores, dry 
cleaners and casinos are open 
around the clock. The only 
machines that don't offer in- 
stant wealth are the public 
telephones and the parking 
meters. Longlegged show girls 
strut through the late morning 
shows in this new entertain- 
ment capital of America. 


It is really two towns in 


one — The Strip people who 
mix the drinks, run the tables, 
count the money, fix the slots; 
and the other people who work 
9-to-5 in offices and stores, a 
middle class, lights-out-at-11 
kind of people who resent out- 
of-towners asking them how it 
is living in "sin city." 


Palm Springs, the mecca of 


movie stars and presidents, 
has a reputation as a swinging 
town, but the swinging is more 
largo then go-go, more golf 
club than night club. It is a 
town where one out of four 
homeowners lives somewhere 
else most of the time, where 
expensive 
homes are 
built 


around dining rooms, where 
the day begins with a tee-off 
time. It has 21 golf courses, 
3,900 swimming pools, and, of 
course, the surrounding Indi- 
ans. But down the valley, and 


moving toward Palm Springs 
like the U.S. cavalry are a 
series of new, small towns, a 
possible omen of the future. 
Grew and Grow 


Phoenix, Las Vegas, Palm 


Springs, each of them grows 
and grows and grows. 


Spilling into their sandy val- 


leys they have tripled their 
population since 1950. The Las 
Vegas Valley has more than 
half the people of Nevada. 
Metropolitan P h o e n i x has 
more than half the people of 
Arizona. And Palm Springs is 
not half as big as it could be. 


The less than 1% million 


people of these three valleys 
are host each year to over 18 
million tourists, nearly 16 mil- 
lion in Las Vegas alone. Palm 
Springs, with a resident popu- 
lation of some 23,000, booms to 
50,000 on weekends. 


Many people who come for 


the fun or the sun are inclined 
to stay. These three valleys 
are catching the supercity 
backlash, 
t h e disillusioned, 


smog-weary expatriates of the 
West Coast and Midwest. Dis- 
placed Californians are the 
biggest s i n g l e immigrant 
group to booming Phoenix. 
D i s p l a c e d Chicagoans are 
next. 


They may be bringing the 


seeds of a new supercity with 
them. 


Metropolitan Phoenix is gain- 


ing 25,000 people a year. Quiet 
Scottsdale, 
outside Phoenix, 


had 10,000 people in 1960. It 
has 65,000 now. "We are a city 
of strangers," says Mayor Bud 
Tims. The Las Vegas Valley 
expects 60,000 a year for the 
next 12 years. Palm Springs 
and the Coachella Valley are 
growing by 5,000 a year. 


But new homes and new 


people don't change old prob- 
lems. In Palm Springs, the 
white man thinks it's 
an 


Indian problem. The Indian 
thinks it's a paleface problem. 
The Indians say, "After all, 
we didn't invite them here." 


The Agua Caliente band of 


Indians, have been here so long 
no one knows when they came. 
The S p a n i s h found them 
scratching out a bare exist- 
ence in the desert, and named 
them for the hot waters., 


In the 1800s the white man 


surveyed the land, 'broke it up 
into one-mile sections, drawing 
his grid lines over the desert 
valley and rising mountain. 
When he decided to build a 
railroad, he gave every other 
square-mile-section te the com- 
pany, whjch sold the land to 
pay for track. Color these 
sections white.

ther," perhaps for conscience, 
gave the sections in between 
the Agua Calientes as a reser- 
vation.

The movie stars and the 


wealthy discovered the solace 
behind the San Jacinto Moun- 
tains " w h i c h shelter Palm 
Springs from the noise and 
sprawl of southern California. 
They built homes. In 1938, 
they created a city on this 
wild checkerboard, and called 
it Palm Springs. 


The city grew. The white 


man built on his land. Largely 
the Indian lay vacant. 


In 1959, the federal govern- 


ment allowed Indian lands to 
be broken up into individually- 
held plots which the Indians 
could sell or rent, secretary of 
the interior permitting. 


Since then, the Indians have 


sold 30 per cent of their 
original 8,000 city acres, and 
leased another 16 per cent. 
Values have boomed. 


The city is fairly well hem- 


med in by windblown sand and 
mountains. It also has a 
shadow law which holds down 
the height of buildings. It 
means that no building may 
cast its shadow on another. 


So the city can't build up, 


and it can't build out. It has to 
deal with the Agua Calientes. 
The Indians still hold over 
5,500 acres of undeveloped

land in the city. Some of it 
sells for $200,000 an acre. If it 
were for sale. The Indians 
generally prefer to lease on 99 
year terms, which fixes the 
annual rent at up to 8 per cent 
of the land's value, plus a 
percentage of the gross busi- 
ness conducted on the land. 
City Manager Frank D. Ale- 
shire says the percentage runs 
from 2 per cent for a restau- 
rant to 25 per cent and more 
on commercial buildings. 


The federal government over- 


sees Indian transactions. The 
Indians pay no income tax on 
proceeds from these lands. 
They pay no real estate tax. 
The state of California has 
been able to tax only the 
leases 


The 98 members of the band 


netted $860,000 from their hold- 
ings last year. Some got little 
of the money. Homer Jenkins, 
head of the local office of the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, says 
that largely the Agua Cah- 
entes are "land rich, but 
money poor."

Multimillionaire, toolmaker, 


pilot, showman, semi-scientist, 
to Las Vegas, Howard Hughes 
is a man for all reasons. He's 
had a strong psychological 
effect.

36 on the

given the valley the idea he 


has come to make it safe for 
middle class mores. 


The valley has lived well on 


the vicissitudes of gamblers 
and tourists, but it's a nervous 
way to live. It's not that Las 
Vegas would ever dream of 
giving up gambling. After all, 
it pays the taxes, But citizens 
think of other things now. It 
happened before Hughes came.

groups, a League of Women 
Voters, and a solid, if unorgan- 
ized voting bloc 


Politicians saw the signs 


clearly. Maybe it was in the 
"observers" from the League 
of Women Voters, the ladies 
nobody knew at the planning 
meetings, the county commis- 
sion meetings. "Do you have 
anything to say, madam?", 
someone asked. "No, I'm just 
an observer," the lady an- 
swered. And she went home 
and wrote her report.

Things have changed, as 


much in attitude as in fact. 
One politician says that any- 
one who has the slightest 
connection with The Strip 
could never be elected now. 
And when people talk about 
growth today, they don't nec- 
essarily mean another casino, 
another hotel. They talk about 
homes, industrial parks, elec- 
tronics, aircraft, the kind of 
things Phoenix has. 


One city official estimates

You can see his land, 
but you still can't see Howard 
Hughes.

administrators and engineers, 
seem to be taking inventory.

TOKYO (AP) - A century 


after becoming a modern na- 
tion, the Japanese continue to 
baffle, astonish, amuse and 
charm. In the words of U.S. 
Commodore Matthew Perry, 
they remain "a singular and 
isolated people." 


Perry jotted down his reac- 


tion to the iittle-known Japan- 
ese on 9 July, 1853, just before 
his black ships forcibly opened 
the misty islands of the mika- 
do to the colonial realities of 
the Victorian Age. 


The pent-up energies of 250 


years of self-imposed aloofness 
unloosed by Perry burst upon 
Japan's neighbors with a force 
which has yet to die out. The 
resultant explosion at home 
led to the overthrow of the 
Tokugawa Shogunate and the 
restoration 
of the 
imperial 


family to the ancient power 
and prerogatives the Tokuga- 
wa generals had usurped. 


Japan this year is celebrat- 


ing the "Meiji Centennial"— 
the 100th year of the accession 
to the throne of the first of the 
emancipated e m p e r o r s , a 
young man later known to 
history as Meiji; enlightened 
rule. 


The Japan of 1968 is a 


bewildering mix of the ancient 
and the modern, of youth and 
age, of freedom and con- 
straint. 


American Professor Mar- 


shall E. Dimock, in a just- 
published book called "The 
Japanese Technocracy," sums 
it up: 


"The paradox of Japan, one 


of the world's leading nation*, 
is that in management and 
government reliance is placed 
upon both modern and medie- 
val Ideas and techniques that 
at first glance seem totally 
incompatible. Yet these con- 
tradictions have not hampered 
the nation In its drive to 
become one of the foremost 
nations of the world, and there 
Is sent jttttce In concluding 
that the conflicts produced by 
having If accommodate the oM 
to thintw and the MW to tin 
oh) contrtwto some share to 
the dynejnte mat mat is m 


was a nation of peasants 
supporting 
feudal 
overlords 


who lived off their labor. 


Thrust into the industrial 


age overnight, freed from the 
old restrictions of movement, 
the farmers slowly, then at 
breakneck speed after World 
War II, poured into the bur- 
geoning cities. Today the na- 
tion's life blood is pumped 
through a 
half dozen big 


metropolises, 
dominated by 


Tokyo with its 11,300,000 in- 
habitants. 


The Japanese, aided by their 


ancient Shinto nature beliefs 
and their deep roots in the 
earth, have resisted the city's 
tendency to dehumanize, level 
and absorb them. For them, 
the city is a temporary solu- 
tion, a place to make quick 


money to return to the coun- 
tryside. They identify not with 
Tokyo, Osaka, Kobe or Yoko- 
hama but with their "maka," 
the home province or town. 
Each new year millions desert 
the cities to return to the 
countryside for a brief renewal 
of the old ties with earth and 
family. 


The result is that Tokyo—the 


world's biggest city—is ont of 
the most ugly. 


It is unplanned because no 


one feels he belongs in the 
hedge podge of good, bad and 
l a r g e l y indifferent architec- 
ture, smoking factories, nar- 
row streets, inadequate parks 
and congested traffic. 


This feeling of temporari-

The result is a child's de- 


light: winding alleys lit by 
overblown p a p e r lanterns; 
modern sky scrapers m which 
basement floors have been 
invaded by restaurants, bars, 
coffee shops decorated m the 
"mingei" style of the country; 
tiny wooden shrines sandwich- 
ed between enormous build- 
ings. 


Tokyo, in fact, is not a city 


in the true sense but an 
amalgam of villages where 
one can feel marvelously at 
home. 


The big city Japanese not 


only re-creates part of his 
home country but carries with 
him many old customs and 
taboos which date back to 
feudalism. 


On the surface, he may 


seem the most modern of 
humans, well dressed, driving 
smart new automobiles, pa- 
tronizing expensive r e s t a u- 
rants, drinking martinis at 
fashionable bars. But whether 
rich, poor or part of the 
spreading middle class, he 
wears a straitjacket he can- 
not shrug off: obligation. 
Heavy Weight 


For the Japanese of city and 


country, obligation, duty, re- 
sponsibility weigh him down, 
in the words of the late 
anthropologist Ruth Benedict, 
like a stone. 


They are part of a system 


which springs from Confucian- 
ism, which spells out the 
duties one owes one's parents, 
brothers, sister, friends, and 
masters and community. 


The Japanese economic, gov- 


ernmental and educational sys- 
tems are built on the recogni- 
tion that these ethical relation- 
ships exist; they fit like molds 
over Japanese life, channeling 
energies in ways unknown to 
the West. 


A Japanese who enters a big 


business firm does so without 
the expectation of a spectacu- 
lar rise based on brilliance, 
hard work or personality. In a 
system which emphasizes re- 
spect for th* tass, seniority 
and team-work rule, playing 
the game, bowing to authority, 
making no missteps are prime 
virtoM. The reward is benevo- 
lent paternalism: the company 
is home away from home, the 


chief executive a father substi- 
tute 
In time, the obedient 


employe also can expect to 
become an executive, to have 
an office car, an expense 
account, membership in a 
company golf club. Because 
promotion is less on merit than 
on individuality, each Jap- 
anese must keep abreast of his 
advancing age group 
The 


process begins in kindergarten 
where examinations weed out 
those who cannot stay afloat, 
continues t h r o u g h to the 
"hells" of university entrance 
exams Those who fall by the 
wayside get the inferior jobs; 
the winners move through 
university with little difficulty, 
the system rarely expels its 
own 


Though it produces few indi- 


vidually brilliant men—Japan 
has had only two nobel scien- 
tists, and one laureate in 
literature—the system works 
remarkably well. 


The reason lies in the mass 


industnousness of the Japan- 
ese, an industriousness which 
has made the nation first 
industrially in Asia, third in 
the world with a gross national 
product in 1967 of $115,700 
million up 135 per cent over 
the previous year and still 
rising. 


The economy is growing at 


almost break-neck speed; but 
Japan's per capita national 
income is 21st in the world; 
housing, sewerage, water and 
paved roads are in shockingly 
inadequate supply; industrial 
accidents 6,000 dead, 640.000 
injured in 1967—are high, and 
automobile deaths and injuries 
probably proportionally great- 
er than those of any other 
nation. 


Pressure 


The stresses and strains of 


being on a slow-moving escala- 
tor through life, always look- 
ing up and being obedient to 
the one above, are enormous. 
Emotions which must be re- 
strained come out in aggres- 
sions against society or one's 
self. This helps explain the 
bad driving and the high rate 
of suicide. 


As a nation, Japan finds 


itself in a dilemma. For its 
first 71 years it gained Inter- 
national power and respect by 
military conquest Humiliated 
and reviled for Its last apoca-

He served in 
the same capacity for Walter J. 
Kohler, who succeeded as gov- 
ernor, and who owes much of 
his reputation as one of the best 
of the modern executives of the 
state to his young lieutenant. 


Curious and eager to learn 


more about government from 
the inside, Laird during one 
legislative interim asked Kohler 
to give him a place on his 
executive office staff. Kohler 
was glad to comply. 


Dreamed of Governorship 
Like most legislators, 
the 


young Laird dreamed of one 
day becoming governor. But in 
1952 
the Republican congress- 


man from his district died 
suddenly. Laird got the news 
while he was a partner in a 
friendly card game at a Madi- 
son club. After answering the 
telephone call, he returned to 
his friends and was silent for 
nearly an hour. 


The then 30-year-old 


senator told his friends, 
going to run."

Laird won, and in the years

To meet demands some 2,000 


birds a day are processed 
through the modern plant at 
Northland Farms, during the 
peak season. Before it's all 
over, between 30,000 and 32,000 
turkeys will be slaughtered, 
dressed and shipped from the 
farm which is situated about 3 
miles west of here. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hugo Herzog, 


Northland's proprietors, say 
they have customers in 40 
states. 
The operation is a family 


affair with Mr. and Mrs. Pat- 
rick Meier, the Herzog's son-in- 
law and daughter being part- 
ners in the corporation. Meier is 
the general manager and his 
wife does the ordering, book- 
keeping and takes charge of the 
shipping. 
Industrial Customers 


Industries are the farm's big- 


gest customers with 5,000 to 
8,000 individual-boxes being sent 
each year for Christmas gifts; 


Activities at the farm nbw,

Many arrow heads 


Safe Toys, Trees 
Expert tells Ways to 
End Holiday Hazards 


Yuletide safety rules were 


explained recently to the Great- 
er Appleton Area Safety Council 
by James Anderson, Milwaukee, 
assistant executive director of 
t h e Milwaukee-Waukesha-Ozau- 
kee branch of the American 
Red Cross. 


Anderson, employed by the 


Red Cross since 1959, was 
director of safety services in 
Milwaukee u n t i l December, 
1967. 


In his outline of Christmas 


safety steps he suggested pur- 
chase of the freshest tree pos- 
sible to eliminate fire danger 
and enhance the appearance of 
the tree. 


Anderson suggested placing 


trees in water until they can be 
used in the house. He said 
cutting tree trunks diagonally 
exposes new wood to water 
adding to the live of the tree. 


Keep Cool 


He said trees should be put in 


the coolest part of the room to 
prolong the tree life and de- 
crease chances of fire. 


Lights should be checked be- 


fore they are put on the tree 
and candles should be kept 
away. 


Electrical outlets are easily 


overloaded by use of multiple 
plugs, Anderson said. Tree 
lights are all the average outlet 
can handle, he said. 


"Never smoke while you are 


decorating your Christmas 
tree," said Anderson. If light 
bulbs break pliers should be 
used to remove them, alter the 
cords are unplugged. 


Extension cords to trees 


should be as short as possible 
and fastened to baseboards for 
appearance and safety. 


Safety precautions also pay 


when gifts are purchased for 
children. Anderson noted that 
gifts for those under two years 
of age should be large enough 
so the child cannot put them in 
his mouth and swallow them. 


Toys with sharp edges, lead 


base paint and or those that are 
breakable or swallowable should 
also be avoided. 


Electric toys should have 


transformer to reduce house 
current to six or twelve volts 
and shooting toys which may 
injure eyes may be dangerous 
to children. 
Fire is fascinating — anc 


dangerous — for nearly all 
children and flammable toys 
can be hazardous. 


Anderson also noted that en- 


tertaining during the holiday 
season has its hazards. He said 
kitchens are the most dangerous 
rooms in most houses. 


Supervise Children 


At a party rough-housing chil- 


dren may need close supervision 
— and toys and wrappings 
should be cleared from areas 
where people will walk. Glass 
from broken ornaments, dishe 
or glasses should immediately 
be cleaned up to avoid acciden- 
tal cuts.

fireplace fire should be kept 
tightly screened to stop flying 
sparks. 


Christmas trees should be 


disposed of before becoming fire 
hazards — and never given to 
children as a plaything.

History of Project

independent, non-profit 


People-to-People Health Foun- 
dation, Inc., the S.S. Hope 
(Health Opportunities for 
People Everywhere) spends 10 
months of the year at the 
shores of countries which 
request medical treatment for 
their people and training for 
their doctors. The project was 
founded by Dr. William B. 
Walsh in 1960 during the 
Eisenhower administration.

Last June, Dr. Mueller Join- 


ed the eeeond rotation of 
surgeons, physicians and dent- 
ists, all of whom serve two 
months without pay. The per- 
manent, salaried staff of 
nurses, technicians and dieti- 
cians greeted the new arrivals 
at Colombo, the relatively 
modern capital, which, as Dr. 
Mueller soon learned, presents 
a sharp contrast to the rest of 
the island with its primitive 
niode of living.

steeped in poverty and trou. 
ble, according to Dr. Mueller, 
He explained that after gain- 
ing its independence from 
Britain, in 1847, the island 
drifted toward Communism, 
then adopted a change of 
course in favor of the Western 
government formed less than 
10 years ago. 


The prevalence of graft, the 


lack of strong leadership, the 
passive attitude of the typical 
Oriental and the reactionary 
tide led by influential Bud- 
dhist monks were cited by Dr. 
Mueller as primary factors 
hindering Ceylon from curing 
its social, economic and politi- 
cal ills. 


"Always looming in the 


background are the Buddhist 
monks," observed Dr. Muel- 
ler. "Recently they have seen 
to it that Ceylonese replaces 
English in the schools. The 
result will be, that in a few 
years, doctors won't be able 
to speak English. The monks 
also have managed to put 
Ceylon on the Buddhist calen- 
dar, so that the island is now 
out of touch with international 
business and world trade." 


Act of Isolation 


In a desperate attempt to 


keep money from flowing out 
of the country, Ceylon official- 
ly began withdrawing from 
the world at large in I960, 
when the government barred 
imports, said Dr. Mueller. He 
added that new cars, trucks, 
and buses are nonexistent; 
thus the people have had to 
make do with the old, fre- 
quently resorting to baling 
wire as a panacea for what- 
ever ails the contraptions that 
travel the streets. 


In a land where a Volks- 


wagen with 80,000 miles costs 
the e q u i v a 1 e n t of $20,000 
(American) and elephants and 
oxen do the work of tractors 
and trucks, it's not surprising 
that the annual yield of rice is 
enough to feed only 50 per 
cent of the 12 million people 
inhabiting the island. 


Dr. Mueller reported the 


majority of Ceylonese are 
afflicted with protein deficien- 
cies, worms and other para- 
sites. During his stay, he 
often dealt with tropical dis- 
eases in advanced stages. 
Although difficult and some- 
times impossible to treat in 
themselves, the medical prob- 
lems he encountered seemed 
even more hopeless at first 
because of the passive atti- 
tude of some of his Oriental

The Ceyionese who becomes 


ill has two choices, explained 
Dr. Mueller. Either he can go 
to a witch doctor or a doctor 
trained in Western medicine. 
Both are subsidized by the 
government; therefore, all 
medical care is free to the 
patient. 


What They Get For Free 
But the benefits sire often 


few. Hospitals are overcrowd- 
ed and operating conditions 
"horrendous" by our stand- 
ards, said DC. Mueller. He 
told of being assigned to one 
of the country's two medical 
schools in Kandy, where the 
1,200-bed hospital accommo- 
dates an average of 2,200 to 
2,400 patients. Some sleep 
three-to-a-bed, others stretch 
out on the floor, while still 
others rest on benches. Each 
morning at 7 a.m., those 


patients scheduled for surgery 
are herded into the waiting 
room to wait their turns, 
again in overcrowded condi- 
tions. 


Because it is nearly impos- 


sible to get prompt results 
from medical tests, such as X- 
rays, doctors often operate 
without them. Gloves, gowns 
and surgical tools are far 
from sterile, according to Dr. 
Mueller. During one opera- 
tion, he said he watched a 
colony of ants at work trans- 
ferring dirt from one side of 
the floor to the other. 


But at the same time, 


doctors trained in the West 
were amazingly skillful de- 
spite the environment, and 
medical students were eager 
and anxious to learn, said Dr. 
Mueller. 


Each day at 3 a.m., he and 


five students traveled the 100

Africa's Mental Problems 
Studied by Dakar Scholars

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) - A recent itudy by 
two African icholars says the 
breakdown of the traditional 
mother-child relationship on 
that continent ii partly to 
blame for 
the Increasing 


number of "mental Invalids 
and schizophrenics" there. 


They picture this as one 


result of the social revolution 
which is sweeping Africa "like 
a traumatic aggression" on 
group patterns, family struc- 
ture and interpersonal rela- 
tionships. 


The study, publishedy by 


UNESCO in the International 
Social Science Journal, finds 
that the rationing of breast* 
feeding, early weanings and a 
reduction of bodily contacts 
during childhood contribute to 
mental troubles of the new 
nations. 


The authors are Dr. H. 


Collomb, professor of neu- 
ropsychlatry at Dakar Uni- 
versity, and Simone Valantin, 
who teaches psychology there. 
Although their study was con- 
fined to Senegal, they say the 
results apply equally to all the 
new countries of black Africa. 


Group Shifts 


"The shift from group pat- 


terns toward individualism" 
the study asserts, /'is very 
noticeable at the level of the 
family. The extended family 
is moving towards atomiza- 
tion and the family mold will 
soon be that of the West, 
confined to father, mother and 
children. 
"The multi-person, 
group- 


ties, which characterized the 
position of the child in the 
traditional family, are giving 
place to limited, one-sided or 
dual relationships.

conflicts, the study says, the 
Africans are organizing youth 
clubs, neighborhood groups in 
towns and also turning to 
magic and cults. These do not 
solve their problem however, 
and the authors conclude that 
those from 
other 
cultures 


cannot be counted upon to 
advise Africa "in her search 
for some felicitous origins 
solution, which would safe- 
guard the values she has to 
offer the world."

dated 1565, represents the 
artist in the prime period of 
his activity. It significantly 
increases the Institute's hold- 
ings in an area in which 
major works are becoming 
increasingly scarce. 


Joseph Rishel, the Insti- 


tute's assistant curator of 
painting, said of the new 
acquisition: 
"Jacopo da Ponte, who fos- 


tered a large family workshop 
in his native town of Bassano, 
near Venice, stands with his 
contemporary, Tintoretto, as 
the most influential artist 
continuing the Venetian tradi- 
tion into the second half of the 
16th century. In the Institute's 
picture, t h e deep 
orange 


background, the fluffy white 
veil of the Madonna, and the 
chubby corpulence of the two 
children reflect the traditional 
Venetian love of rich color 
and tactile effect at its best. 
The elegant elongated neck 
and hands of the Virgin and 
her graceful leaning gesture 
show a full understanding and 
assimilation of the more pro- 
gressive M a n n e r i s t style 
which was then dominating 
painting in Central Italy. 


"A later version of this 


composition by the artist's 
young son, Gerolamo, which 
shows the same figures but 
also includes an ecclesiastical 
donor, is in the National 
Gallery of Scotland, Edin- 
burgh.

The successors to a pair of 


the biggest coaching names in 
football will send their teams 
against each other at Chica- 
go's Wrigley Field in an 
intriguing regular-season fi- 
nale today. Jim Dooley, who 
replaced George Halas, will 
direct the Chicago Bears; 
while Phil Bengtson, Vince 
Lombardi's hand-picked suc- 
cessor, will oversee Packer 
strategy. It's been an "eleva-

tor" year for both new head 
coaches — with the Bears 
dropping six games and the 
Packers seven. In a "normal" 
year, neither team would be 
in title contention at this late 
date. But, because of the 
weird goings-on in the Central 
Division, the Bears are still in 
the thick of it. In fact, if the 
Bears win the division title 
today, Dooley will be in the 
front ranks of "Coach of the 
Year" candidates. It has been 
a 4-stage Bear season to date. 
It started most inauspiciously 
for Dooley, as the Bears lost 
four of their first five and 
were raked over the coals by 
fans and writers. Then, in 
stage 2, the Bears became hot 
and won four in a row to vault 
to the top of the division. 
Bear performance and morale 
suffered after the loss-by-in- 
jury of Gale Sayers and Virgil 
Carter and two straight losses 
seemed to drop them out of 
contention for good. Then, 
came Stage No. 4 — victories 
over New Orleans and the 
Rams, which moved them 
right back up there again. 


The Packers, too, have been 


up and down all season. 
Prospects were rather bleak 
after a 2-3-1 beginning. But 
then came the victory over 
Dallas, with all the attendant 
psychological value that it 
theoretically represented. The 
very next week, the Bays fell 
into the valley again — with 
their loss to the Bears — and 
stayed there until a final 
burst of hope appeared. The 
Packers had beaten New Or- 
leans and Washington — for 
their only 2-win streak — and 
led the 49ers, 20-7, after three 
periods. Then came the now- 
familiar 5-period collapse 
(against the 49ers and the 
Colts) in which Green Bay 
was outscored 36 to 3 and the 
dynasty's fall was complete.

The Packer "breakdown" 


has been both individual and 
collective. There's no question 
that a number of veterans, 
who played key roles daring 
the championship years, had 
off seasons which must either 
be categorized as slumps or a 
permanent diminution of their 
talent. Collectively, the offen- 
sive and defensive units were 
inconsistent. Each had its 
good games, or good quarters, 
but seldom were they able to 
put it together in the same 60- 
minute span. 


To attribute the Packer 


decline to only one or two 
factors — such as age or the 
coaching change — is to 
oversimplify. It seems that a 
combination of circumstances 
brought about the downfall. 
It's difficult to judge how 
much weight to assign to each 
of these factors bat it's al- 
most certain that all of them 
played some part. The (1) 
coaching and (2) age factors 
cannot be overlooked, of 
course. Others are (3) Inju- 
ries, (4) breaks, (5) a decrease 
of the Packers' victory appe-

record shows he (Phil) didn't 
do it. It certainly must have 
been a sizable adjustment for 
the players, going from Lom- 
bardi's driving, perfectionist 
tactics to Bengtson's low-key 
approach. Under Lombardi, 
the players, at times, got so 
steamed up that they were 
ready to "take it out" on the 
opposing team. 


The age factor is self-ex- 


planatory. A number of the 
veterans could already be, or 
will soon be, a trifle slower 
and are unable to shake off 
bumps and injuries as fast as 
they once did. The Packers 
have had key injuries before 
— infact, in almost every one 
of the five Lombardi title 
years — but this was the first 
time the Packers weren't able 
to keep the caliber of play as 
high with reserves. Undenia- 
bly, the type of breaks (fum- 
bles, interceptions, etc.) that 
came Green Bay's way in the 
title years went against them 
this season. Officiating would 
have to be included, since, 
controversial calls in the Ram 
and Bear games, especially, 
proved significant in the out- 
come. "Victory hunger" is an 
intangible, to be sure, bat it's 
almost too much to expect 
players to retain a ravenous 
appetite year after year. Any 
letdown that did occur was, 
I'm sure, subconscious — but 
things just cannot be quite the 
same after players enjoyed 
the financial and other re- 
wards the Packers 
have 


known f o r three straight 
years. In this regard, the total 
concentration on the task of 
winning was possibly missing. 
So many of the Packers have 
business ventures going that 
their time and energy have 
become divided. Field goal 
kicking woes undoubtedly con- 
tributed to a couple of early 
defeats. Mike Mercer appears 
to have solved this problem — 
if his recent 5-for-5 is any 
criterion.

warmth. The only factor re- 
maining is the weight and 
lompressed bulk of the specific 
nsulation required to produce a 
given thickness. This is the 
reason — the only reason — 
why goose down continues to be 
the finest filler available for 
sleeping bags. 


Dear Van—Can you tell me 


how adequate a chicken feather 
filled sleeping bag is, compared 
to a goose or dock filled bag? 
F.B.R. 


If you're talking about goose 


or duck feathers, it might be 
roughly comparable. However, 
eathers are not ideal (or even 
very good) filling for a sleeping 
>ag. 
The ideal insulation is goose 


down which does not have the 
quills found in feathers. The 
hing that makes down so good 
an insulator is its almost unbe- 
ievable resiliency; a quantity of 
down which compresses to a 
very small space will loft up to 
occupy a much larger volume of 
space and create a thick blanket 
of dead air for insulation, 
leathers, on the other hand, 
lack most of this resiliency, and 
compressibility is lost. 


To use feathers, you probably 


should remove the quills. At 
least one manufacturer of fine 
sleeping bags has offered a 
combination of goose down and 
curled feathers which appears 
to be a satisfactory product. 
The curling would add to the 
resiliency and loft of the feath- 
ers, but I'll have to confess I 
don't have the faintest idea of 
the process used for curling 
them.

Dear Van—I've heard that 


rope soaked in paraffin and cut 
into short lengths makes a good 
fire starter. Trne? N.D.T. 


Could be; I haven't tried it. 


I'd recommend not trying either 
nylon or polyethylene 
rope. 


They're not really flammable, 
and they'd make a gosh-awful 
smell. Hemp or sisal might 
work, and so would cotton rope 
of the sort formerly used for 
clotheslines and still occasional- 
ly available. 
There are so many easy fire 


starters - such as short lengths 
of candles cut to about an inch 
in length, that I question wheth- 
er it would be worth the trouble 
of soaking a length of rope in 
melted paraffin.

Of course, 
the best way of all is to learn 
expertise in starting fires, and 
then you won't need any artifl 
cial aids at all.
